Storm-whipped ship sinks in Lake Michigan

MILWAUKEE (AP) - It had all the 


makings of a major marine disaster 


A third of the 200-foot freighter was 


awash, listing dangerously in predawn 
darkness on stormswept Lake Michigan 
with all 15 crew members gathered at 
the rail on the ship's high side 


When the six-hour ordeal ended early 


Sunday, the Canadian ship Jennifer lay 
.75 fathoms down But the crew had 
scrambled to safety, four aboard a Coast 
Guard helicopter and the other 11 
aboard a lifeboat and rubber raft 


"All the people were scrambling," 


said Lt Cmdr Robin F Krause, 33, of 
Buffalo Grove, III , a pilot aboard the 
Coast Guard rescue helicopter "You 
could tell in their eyes that everyone was 
pretty scared They had to be " 


"I've never really seen a ship in that 


bad of shape before when the seas were 
that rough " 


The ocean-going ship was pitching in 


waves of 12 to 14 feet and winds up to 40 
knots when the helicopter arrived on the 
scene The temperature was about 30 de- 
grees 


His chopper carried four crewmen to 


safety The other 11 abandoned ship and 
were rescued by a British freighter one 
hour later, just seven minutes before 
the Jennifer went down about 20 miles 
northeast of Milwaukee 
No injuries 


were reported 


Harry MacDonald, 22, Grand Falls, 


Nfld , Dems Dedard, 20, Quebec, Que , 
Max Strickland, 34, Newman's Cove, 
Nfld , and Alphonse Fulford, 45, of 
Stephensville, Nfld , were those rescued 
via the helicopter's rescue basket 


"Whoever was next to it, got in," Mac 


Donald said 


But Fulford, who said he had worked 


on simulated rescues for three years, 
said nobody panicked He said the crew 
stayed "calm, cool and collected" and 
continued to take orders from the skip- 
per and mates 


Lt (j g ) Roger T Argalas, 26, of Ise 


lin, N J , a copilot on the amphibious 
helicopter, said that besides the pitch 
and roll the ship's antennae and super 
structure also caused problems for the 
hovering aircraft 


"It was one of the toughest hoists I've 


ever seen," he said 


The four crew members were lifted 


aboard the helicopter by about 4 a m 
and flown back to Milwaukee where the 
craft refueled 


Before the chopper returned to the 


scene, the 11 others had clamored into a 
lifeboat and a rubber raft and aban 
doned ship They were picked up by the 


British ship Fortuna, one of three mer- 
chant vessels which had come to the aid 
of the Jennifer 
Officials said the 11 


would remain aboard until the Fortuna 
reached Port Huron, Mich 


Coast Guard officials speculated that 


the Jennifer's cargo of steel shifted, 
causing the vessel to list to starboard, 
take water and finally go under at 4 52 
a m (CST) They also said the cargo 
may have punched a hole m the vessel's 
side 


The ship, owned by the Matthew Ship- 


ping Co of Montreal, was bound for Mil 
waukee 


Capt Leif Davis of Algoma Steel Corp 


m Soo, Ont , said the Jennifer was under 
charter to his firm and was carrying 
1,406 tons of steel valued at $300,000 


Mrs Russell Brodie, the Milwaukee 


agent for the Algoma firm, said the ship 


had last stopped at Sault Ste Marie, 
Mich 


Mrs 
Brodie said Sunday the four 


crew members taken to Milwaukee 
seemed to be recovering from the shock 
of the experience 


"I think it was a horrible thing, we 


know that," she said 


Argalas said the helicopter returned 


to the scene after the ship wpnt down, 
and he sighted "quite a bit of debris as 
well as some oil slick " 


A Coast Guard spokesman said sal 


vage efforts would be difficult for the 
Jennifer 


"When it's that deep, thev usually 


leave it," he said 


The spokesman said the Coast Guard 


would try to determine whether the ves 
sel was a menace to navigation but 
probably would not investigate the 
sinking because there was no loss of life

Crash in Virginia kills 92 


UPPERVILLE, Va (AP) - Heavy 


snow hampered searchers resuming 
their gnm hunt today for the bodies of 
92 persons killed when a Trans World 
Airlines 727 slammed into an Appala- 
chian foothill Sunday 


The chief investigator for the National 


Transportation Safety Board, Rudolf 
Kapustin, said 26 bodies were recovered 
from the crash site near here when 
searchers quit at 10 p m Sunday night 


Reporters on the scene said searchers 


found parts of 75 bodies early this morn- 
ing and the cockpit flight recorder 


The instrument will tell investigators 


the plane's position moments before the 
crash and help determine the cause of 
the disaster 


The TWA ictliner crashed into the too 


of the 1,754-foot-high peak during a 
wind-dnven rain storm Sunday morn 
mg, killing all aboard 


The plane, TWA flight 514 bound for 


Washington from Indianapolis, Ind , 
and Columbus, Ohio, sheared off tree 
tops and slammed into a 10-foot high 
rocky ledge near a top-secret govern- 
ment installation 


The three-jet plane disintegrated on 


impact, strewing bodies and burning 
wreckage over a wide area on the slope 
of Ml Weather, a foothill of the Blue 


Ridge Mountains The plane's tail sec 
tion was found 100 yards below the sum 
mil 


John H Reed, chairman of the Na 


tional Transportation Safety Board, said 
it was impossible to say immediately 
what caused the crash 


Kapustin said the board hoped to have 


further information by tonight He said 
investigators would meet at that time to 
compare their findings and to discuss 
which areas need to be probed 


TWA officials said relatives of the 85 


passengers and seven crew members 
would be taken by bus today to a tempo- 
rary morgue near the crash site to iden 
tify the remains 


The Mt Weather crash was followed 


Sunday by the crash of a Northwest On 
ent Airlines 727 charter jet near Stony 
Point, N Y , about 20 miles northwest of 
New York City The plane carried three 
crewmen and no passengers and was on 
its way to Buffalo, N Y , to pick up the 
Baltimore Colts football team State po- 
lice said there was no evidence of survi- 
vors 


Another airplane was reported down 


m Costa Rica where searchers combed a 
mountainous area for a Honduran Air 
Force cargo plane carrying four per- 


sons The craft was reported missing 
Friday night 


The Mt Weather search was ham- 


pered by driving ram, fog and winds 
gusting up to 40-50 miles an hour, the 
same weather conditions that prevailed 
in the area when the jet crashed at 11 10 
a m EST 


The flight had been scheduled to land 


at 10 23 a m EST at Washington Na 
tional Airport, directly across the Poto 
mac River from Washington, when air 
traffic controllers diverted it to Dulles 
International, about 25 miles northwest 


The diversion was ordered because 


Dulles had runways sited in various di 
rections National only has north-south 
runways 


The manager of Dulles. Dexter Davis, 


said weather conditions there were 
highly unusual "In the six years I've 
been here, a crosswmd like this hasn't 
happened," he said 


The Federal Aviation Administration 


said there had been no unusual commu 
nications between the plane's crew and 
airtraffic controllers, "just the routine 
flight conversation " 


When the Dulles tower lost radar con 


tact with the plane about 11 10am EST 
local authorities were notified to begin a 
search Two state troopers found the 


Cosmonauts in orbit on practice 
flight for joint space mission 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet Union 


today launched a manned Soyuz space 
craft in a dress rehearsal for the joint 
Soviet-American space mission next 
year 


Two veteran cosmonauts who have 


been picked as the backup crew for the 
July 1975 joint venture were aboard 
Soyuz 16 Tass reported that pilot Ana 
toly Fihpchenko and flight engineer Ni- 
kolai Rukavishnikov were in good 
health and "have begun to carry out 
their flight program " 


Rukavishnikov told the news agency 


before liftoff that the mam task of the 
mission will be to test the docking gear 
and other equipment that will be used to 
link up with the American Apollo craft 


"In short, we are going to rehearse, to 


a certain extent, all the operations 
which are to be earned out in July 
1975," Tass quoted the pilot as saying 


The announcement did not say 


whether the Soyuz 16 crew would try to 
link up with the orbiting Salyut 3 space 
laboratory The last manned mission, 
Soyuz 15, failed to dock with the orbiting 
station last August and the mission was

cut short 


Filipchenko told Tass that Soyuz 16 


will follow an orbit identical to the one 
Soviet cosmonauts Alexei Leonov and 
VateryKubasovwill trace during the ac- 
tual joint mission 


A Western expert noted that this orbit 


is considerably different from the Sa- 
lyut's, indicating that no linkup was 
planned 


Filipchenko said the crew will at- 


tempt a !mk-up and separation with an 
"imitating nng " He did not elaborate, 
but the Western expert said the Soyuz 
crew may be carrying a copy of the 
Amencan docking unit and "will shoot 
it ahead five or 10 yards and then try to 
dock with it " 


Fi'ipchenko told Tass the mission was 


to last "several days " 


The news agency said the Soyuz 16 


capsule was "identical" to the one 
planned for the joint mission next year 
It said the Soyuz 16 mission was to test 
"onboard systems which were modem 
ized to meet the demands of the joint 
flight" and added that the experiments 
wojjd include photographic observation 


of "sections of the earth's surface in or 
der to obtain information for the soiu 
tion of national economic problems " 


The Soyuz liftoff was later shown on 


television, and one of the cosmonauts 
was heard to exclaim. "Let's go'" — a 
phrase made famous by Cosmonaut 
Yun Gagarin when he began the world's 
first manned space flight on April 12 
1961 


The time of the launching was given 


as 12 40 Moscow time - 4 40 a m EST 
- but the public was not told until 
nearly l'/2 hours later 


Tass said "stable radio and television 


communications'" were being mam 
tained with the craft from the night con 
trol center 


Both Filipchenko and Rukavishnikov 


are veterans of previous space flights 
The 46-year-old pilot commanded the 
Soyuz 7 flight in October 1969 and Ruka 
vishmkov, the 42-year-old engineer, was 
aboard Soyuz 10 on Apnl 1971 when it 
made the first linkup with a Salyut or 
biting station 


Soyuz 16 is the third Soviet manned 


flight this year 


wreckage almost immediately 


The plane sheared off tree tops as it 


plunged into thf west side of the moun- 
tain, leading one person at the scene to 
compare it to the work of a giant law- 
nmower in the sky 


The plane then struck a rocky out 


cropping, caught fire, disintegrated and 
spewed over an area about the size of 
two football fields The mam wreckage 
cut a swath 60 to 70 yards wide for about 
a quarter of a mile 


Loudoun County Medical Examiner 


George Hocker, describing the difficult 
of finding and identitying the victims, 
said, "For about half of the bodies, you 
can recognize that it is a human " He 
said the rest of the bodies were dismem 
bered 


Near the crash site is a closely 


guarded 85-acre government installa- 
tion that houses an underground com 
plex to serve as headquarters for the 
President and other officials in case of a 
disaster in Washington 


The crash severed the mam under 


ground telephone line into the complex 
Government personnel on duty there at 
the time aided m the initial search ef 
forts 


The flight originated in Indianpolis, 


and about 46 passengers boarded at Co- 
lumbus, according to a TWA spokes 
man 


The crash was the first fatal air mi 


snap involving Dulles airport, accord- 
ing to a NTSB spo^man 


It also was the first to involve a com- 


mercial airliner in the Washmgton-Bal 
limore area since 1963 when 81 persons 
were killed in the crash of a Pan Amen 
can jet near Elkton, Md

MADISON, Wis (AP) - Gov Patrick 


J Lucey and other grim faced state offi 
cials launched hearings today into what 
they described as the state's "shock 
mg" fiscal future and a new two year 
budget 


Indications were that someone must 


suffer, but Lucey reaffirmed his hope 
that it would not be the taxpayers 
ihrough new tax increases 


Lucey said he was shocked at recent 


projections of a $1 billion gap between 
projected state revenues and the about 
$4 billion in spending demands from 
state agencies for the 1975 77 bienmum 


"There will be some hard decisions" 


reached in hammering out a new budget 
to be submitted to the legislature which 
convenes in January, the Democratic 
governor said 


Lucey noted that several of his prede 


cessors, including former Govs Gay 
lord Nelson and Warren P Knowles, 
were confronted with decisions to m 
crease taxes after being able to hold the 
line in their first terms 


No tax increases were necessary to 


meet Wisconsin's present $2 7 billion 
budget 
Anticipated revenues for the 


next two years have been placed at S3 1 
billion, but requests from state agencies 
already total $3 7 billion, rising to 
slightly more than $4 billion when the 
higher costs of wage increases, aid to lo- 
cal government, retirement benefits 
and new legislation are included 


In announcing an immediate austerity 


program during the weekend, Lucey 
said he would not recommend a $4 bil

The governor was flanked by Revenue 


Secretary David Adamany and Depart 
ment of Administration Secretary Joe 
Nusbaum, both of whom gave bleak rev- 
enue and spending predictions 


Adamany said the gloomy picture ib 


compounded by rising unemployment 
and soaring inflation As more people 
are laid off their jobs, the prices of com 
modities they purchase keep climbing, 
he observed 


Nusbaum indicated many of the state 


agency requests for substa^tia1 budget 
increases will have to be pared if the 
state is to live within its income 


He noted that the University of Wis 


consin Board of Regents has approved a 
30 per cent faculty salary increase, 
while at the same time recommending 
that undergraduate tuition be cut in half 
with taxpayers picking up the differ 
ence 


Wisconsin, he said, must come up 


with something that is realistic as well 
as fair to all, especially the taxpayer 


Prof Samuel Morley, a UW associate 


economics instructor, said the state and 
the nation are experiencing the "worst 
of both worlds"—rising unemployment 
and rising prices 


Morley said the economic agony "is 


going to go down as the most painful of

Ford to have 
news conference 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 


Ford today holds his first nationally 
broadcast news conference since return 
ing from the Soviet Union with a tenta 
tive nuclear arms agreement 


The meeting with reporters raises an 


opportunity for Ford to give the public 
the first specific details of the agree- 
ment he worked out in Vladivostok with 
Soviet leader Leonid I Brezhnev 


The agreement is understood to set a 


ceiling of 1,200 to 1,300 on the number of 
missiles that can carry multiple war- 
heads, but it reportedly sets no restric- 
tions on the "throw weight" or lifting 
power of missiles 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen said Ford 


would be willing to discuss details of the 
arms agreement if a written communi- 
cation is received from the Russians set- 
ting forth specifics on the tentative 
agreement The President returned last 
week with what described as a verbal 
understanding with the Soviets 


Spokesmen for CBS and NBC said the 


news conference would be carried live 
on both their radio and television net- 
works at 6 30 p m CST The Mutual ra 
dio network also planned a live broad- 
cast A spokesman for ABC said the con 
ference would be carried live on its 
television network but plans for radio 
broadcast were uncertain 


Tons of undelivered mail 
found in postman's aff/c 


NEWINGTON, Conn (AP) - Federal 


officials questioned a mailman today as 
they began sifting tnrough three ions of 
undelivered mail found in the attic of his 
home 


The thousands of pieces of mail, post 


marked as long ago as 1972, were dis 
covered by firemen who fought a blaze 
at a two-family house on Sunday 


"There was everything from baby 


food to Christmas cards Anything that 
you've ever gotten through the mail was 
there." Asst 
U S 
Attorney Albert 


Dabrowski said 


He said one resident of the house Rob 


ert Santangelo, "is a letter carrier and 
is certainly believed to be connected 
with it at this point " He said Santan 
gelo had been questioned but that no 
charges had been brought as of mid 
morning 


Dabrowski said it appeared only one 


person was involved but that a motive 
was not clear 
Santangelo delivered 


mail on various routes m the Hartford 
area 


The U S attorney said the mail, some 


of it half burned and waterlogged, 
weighed 6,329 pounds 


Dabrowski said the mail will be 


weighed and sorted starting 


Some will be delivered but other pieces 
were too damaged to be identified, he 
said 


Most of the mail was third class, in 


eluding magazines and brochures "ex 
erything from regular sporting maga 
zines to Penthouses," Dabrowski said 
But he added that first class mail in 
audmg letters bank statements and a 
U S Treasury check, also was found 


Most of the mail was in !he attic It 


was all addressed to the Hartford area 


"1 really couldn't believe the amount 


of it There's so much mail there It's in 
credible," Dabrowski said 


The mail was removed in three 12- 


foot long mail trucks and three smaller 
vehicles, he said It was transferred to a 
40-foot by 10-foot trailer and covered the 
trailer's floor four feet high, he said 


"I've seen letters dated as far back as 


December 1972 and up to and including 
this month," Dabrowski said 


Fire officials indicated the fire may 


have been caused by an electrical mal- 
function but "the mail might have 
added fuel to the fire," Dabrowski said 


No one was home at the time of the 


blaze One firemen was injured when he 
fell through a floor and two other fire- 
men were treated for smoke inhalation 
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
